FCC Member Sold His Vote 
‘To Miamian, U.S. Jury Says 


WASHINGTON (?\—Richard A. Mack, a former 
Federal Communications Commission member, and 
Thurman A. Whiteside, a Miami attorney, were indicted 
Thursday on charges of conspiring to defraud the fed- 


ranklin 


eral government. 

A federal grand jury accused 
Whiteside of buying Mack’s vote 
in an attempt to get TV Channel 
10 in Miami for Public Service 
Television, Inc., a subsidiary of 
National Airlines. 


VOTES AWARD 


The FCC voted 4-2 in February 
1957 to award the channel to Pub- 
lic Service. Mack voted with the 
majority. Under court orders, the 
FCC is now reviewing the award. 

Mack called the indictment ri- 
diculous. “I haven't seen the pa- 
pers yet and feel I shouldn't pro- 
vide any more comment,” he 
added at his home in Fort Lau- 
derdale, Fla. 

In Miami, Whiteside said, “I am 
not responsible for results of 
Washington politics. At any trial 
my complete innocence will be 
proven.” He declined to elaborate. 

Mack, a 48-year-old Florida 
Democrat, was appointed to the 
FCC by President Eisenhower in 
the summer of 1955.

Grand Jurys Probes 
Covering Wide Scope 


The current Fulton County Grand 
Jury is doing a commendable job in 
looking into so many complex matters 
needing attention. 

Student conduct and discipline, the 
shooting of an Atlanta Negro by a local 
policeman and irregularities in the han- 
dling of state sales tax collections all 
have come up for consideration in recent 
days. 

These and other developments which 
were dealt with earlier in the session 
deserve serious study and it is good to see 
that the grand jury is doing its duty on 
such a wide scope. 

Paul Cadenhead, special assistant so- 
licitor general in charge of investigating 
corruption in state government, is ren- 
dering an excellent service in bringing 
instances of sales tax collection irregu- 
larities to the attention of the grand jury.

Britain Offers Way Out 
On Far East Deadlock 


Great Britain has sent an urgent re- 
quest to the United States, Nationalist 
China and Communist China to agree to 
a cease-fire in the Formosan Straits pend- 
ing negotiations. 

This came but a few hours before Sec- 
retary Dulles’ statement, made to “clari- 
fy” the U.S. position. It generally is be- 
lieyed that Britain discussed her plan with 
the United States and found agreement 
before making it. This country, of course, 
has not done any firing. But we are 
bound by an uncomfortable treaty to Chi- 
ang Kai-shek. 

Despite his absolute dependence on 
this country for survival, he and his gov- 
ernment have acted with complete un- 
reasonableness about Quemoy and Matsu. 
The original fault is ours, however, since 
in 1953 we urged Chiang to occupy those 
outposts with larger forces and provided 
the money to make them small Gibraltars. 


The Eisenhower administration policy 
is under heavy attack. This nation will go 
along with defending Formosa. But pub- 
lic sentiment in general is against war 
over the other islands. 


Secretary Dulles, therefore, was in an 
impossible position insofar as clarification 
was concerned. What he was able to do 
was to leave the door open for a cease- 
fire and negotiations. Whether Russia and 
. Red China will agree remains to be seen. 
The most hopeful sign is that the War- 


saw talks between U.S. and Communist 
officials have not been broken off. They 
are scheduled to be resumed next Tues- 
day. The Red Chinese and Russians are 
presented with an opportunity to embar- 
rass the United States by accepting the 
British proposal. To do so would force 
this country to exact agreement from 


Chiang or to break the treaty. Chiang will 
hardly go that far. 

The outlook is not optimistic. But at 
least there is some willingness to talk. 


Delays Only Worsen 
City Tratfic Problem 


After what seems an interminable de- 
lay, work has begun on the Moreland 
avenue underpass. It is estimated that 
approximately two years will be required 
to finish the project. During that period, 
traffic conditions will be worsened and 
the public must cooperate and be as 
patient as possible. 

Delays in getting major street proj- 
ects under way. was never better illus- 
trated than on this one. As City Construc- 
tion Chief Ray Nixon points out, “We've 
been trying to get this underpass for 
more than 10 years.” The major diffi- 
culty seems to have been in securing 
rights-of-way, a difficulty which has ac- 
counted for delays on most similar 
projects. 

Atlanta, as the hub of so much state 
and interstate traffic, must go through 
a long period of inconvenience and diffi- 
culties in modernizing and rebuilding its 
streets and roads. Again it is important 
that there be as few delays as nossible. 
Work must go forward as rapidly as 
funds are available. 

Work on the interstate system, in- 
cluding the extremely intricate down- 
town connector for the expressways, will 
proceed with construction in charge of 
the state. It will be financed under the 
90-10 federal-state aid program. A ma- 
jor project on this—relocation of Capitol 
avenue and Washington street—will be 
let to contract in October. The 7.4 mile 
Hill street to Candler road-Lithonia 
stretch of the West Expressway also will 
be let in October. 

To come will be the perimeter routes 
to relieve the downtown area of pressure 
from through traffic. 

In the meantime, as Atlanta enters 
the greatest construction period in its 
history, traffic will suffer accordingly. It 
is imperative that the work proceed as 
rapidly as possible.

The South’s Governors 


Chose a Good Leader 


Gov. James P. Coleman, of Missis- 
sippi, has been elected chairman of the 
Southern Governor’s Conference for 
1959. He was a unanimous choice at the 
just-concluded conference at Lexington, 
Ky. He succeeds the able Gov. Leroy 
Collins, of Florida. 

Gov. Coleman has earned widespread 
respect. He is a positive segregationist 
with no reservations on the subject. But 
despite the fact that the percentage of 
Negro population is greater in his state 
than in any other Southern state, he has 
never demeaned himself by extreme and 
violent assaults on the courts, the gov- 
ernment or the Negro. 

In marked contrast to governors with 
less problems than he, Gov. Coleman has 
conducted himself without resorting to 
boorish manners, attitudes or words. Nor 
has he engaged in any exhibitionist at- 
tacks on the national leadership of the 
Democratic Party.

Few documents are as revered and at the same time tempo- 
rarily misunderstood as the Constitution of the United States. Con- 
stitution Week last week was a project of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. Its purpose is to remind us of the freedom we 
receive as individuals under the protection of our fundamental instru- 


ment of law. 

The Constitution is a charter 
of guarantees to individuals and 
among state governments. State 
pledges therein are among the 
several states and to each other, 
thus creating a federal govern- 
ment. Guarantees to individuals 
therein are from the federation 
of states to individuals and con- 
sequently an individual gains his 
independence from national 
sources as well as state ones.

Supreme Court Is 


The Final Arbiter 


WASHINGTON—In the course of his recent 
“Constitution Week’ proclamation Gov. J. Lind- 
say Almond urged all Virginians to “restudy 


the concepts of our fundamental law to the end that each of vs 
rededicate ourselves to the vital principles of government upon which 
this nation was founded.” This is a good idea for everybody, not 


just Virginians. 

One reason it is a good idea 
is that in the matter of nondiscrim- 
ination in the use of public fa- 
cilities — transportation, parks, 
playgrounds, public schools — 
there are constitutional principles 
which need to be better under- 
stood. 


It has been four years now since 
the Supreme Court handed down 
the school integration decision. 
Until Atty. Gen. William Rogers 
spoke out last week I do not re- 
call that any high administration 
official had come forward with a 
full-length support of the role of 
the court and a reasoned appeal 
to carry out its mandates. 

This has been a serious lack be- 
cause it has left the field almost 
entirely to those whose aim has 
been to confuse the issue. For ex- 
ample, the attorney for the Little 
Rock School Board argued — un- 
successfully — that the Supreme 
Court should delay resumption of 
integration there because the 
statements of Gov. Faubus as to 
what was and was not the law 
had “confused” the people of Ar- 
kansas 


All this makes it useful, indeed, 
to restudy the principles and pro- 
visions of the Constitution and to 
examine some questions the an- 
swers to which may have become 
obscured.

the final arbiter. The Supreme 
Court does not pass laws but no 
law can be contrary to the Con 
stitution and the court finally de- 
termines when the Constitution has 
been violated. It has determined

A Supreme Court decision is 
binding on every unit of govern- 
ment to which it applies. The Su- 
preme Court can rule an act of 
Congress unconstitutional and has 
many times. It can decide that 
an act of the President is uncon- 
stitutional and did so when Presi- 
dent Truman seized the steel 
mills. It can decide that state and 
local laws are unconstitutional 
and has done so several times in 
cases of segregated transporta- 
tion, playgrounds ‘and schools.

Pastors Ask

For Negroes 


Six Atlanta Negro ministers 
Thursday called upon local law 
enforcement agencies to guaran- 
tee that Negroes will be treated 
with fair play. 

“We believe very sincerely that 
justice and fair play are preroga- 
tives which belong to all people 
irrespective of race, creed or 
color, and we earnestly seek to 
have these prerogatives guaran- 
teed to all citizens alike,”’ the 
representatives of Atlanta minis- 
terial associations said in a reso- 
lution. 

‘“‘We call upon our duly elected 
and appointed authorities to take 
the necessary measures to insure 
these provisions.”’ 

The pastors said they ‘‘con- 
demn all acts of violence and 
lawlessness wherever they occur” 
and they believe that all violators 
should be punished by the law. 
They called upon all citizens to 
conduct themselves properly at all 
times. 

The ministers also pledged sup- 
port to the Atlanta Citizens De- 
fense Committee, a group that 
was organized following the fatal 
shooting of a Negro by a city 
policeman. 

Signing the resolution were the 
Rev. W. W. Stephens and the 
Rev. T. J. Flanagan, president 
and secretary, respectively, of the 
AME Ministers Union; the Rev.

He recalled that Secretary of 
State Dulles told the Assembly a 
week ago the United States was 
promoting a cease-fire and condi- 
tions that would permit negotia- 
tion on claims and counter-claims 
involved in the Formosa situation. 

“We welcome that conciliatory 
approach by the United States 
government,” Lloyd said.

Jets Set Record 
Flying to Texas 


From Bermuda 


CARSWELL AIR FORCE BASE, 
Tex. (AP)—Three McDonnell F101 
fighters flew here from Bermuda 
Thursday in what the Air Force 
said was a record for nonstop, 
nonrefueling flight by supersonic 
aircraft.

WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover said 
Thursday 1958 appears to set a 
new record for major crime. 

He reported that data from 
metropolitan areas from across 
the country during the first six 
months of the year indicate a 12.3 
per cent increase in serious crime 
as compared with the first half of 
1957. 

RAPES RISE 

For the reporting areas, robber- 
les were up 19.6 per cent, burg- 
laries up 15.8 per cent, major 
larcenies 14.4 per cent, forcible 
rapes 9.3 per cent, and auto theft 
6.2 per cent. 

There were declines of 1.3 per 
cent and 1.5 per cent respectively 
in aggravatd assaults and mur- 
ders. 

Hoover announced the bureau 
has employed three experts to 
make an independent analysis of 
the system the bureau has been 
using to corrlate criminal of- 
fenses reported to it by lecal au- 
thorities, The coordinated informa- 
tion is published in the FBI's 
Uniform Crime Reports Bulletin.

LONDON (UPI)—Authorities 
rejected a request from con- 
victed atomic spy Klaus Fuchs 
for permission to catch up on 
nuclear research developments 
outside of prison under a “pre- 
release employment scheme,” 
reliable sources said Thursday.

900,000 LBS. 


State Kills 
Shad, Carp 
In 2 Lakes 


An estimated 900,000 pounds 


of undesirable fish were killed by | 


poison in Lake Worth and Lake 
Blackshear last weekend. 

In an operation new to Georgia, 
game and fish commission experts 
poisoned the waters in an effort 
to kill out most of the undesir- 
able fish and improve game fish- 
ing. Studies had shown the lakes 
to be crowded with gizzard shad. 

Game and fish commissioner 
Fulton Lovell said Thursday it 
was estimated the poisoning had 
removed. approximately 80 per 
cent of the shad. 

The poison was applied in a 
concentration which it was be- 
lieved would be deadly to the shad 
but not so effective on other types 
of fish. 

Lovell said the percentage of 
game fish killed was just about 
as expected, but that the kill of 
carp, gar and bowfin was larger 
than expected. 

One unexpected development was 
a rush to the lake by thousands 
of fish-hungry citizens of Georgia 
and three or four other states. 

Bob Short, game and fish de- 
partment public relations direc- 
tor, who flew over the lakes Sun- 
day, said “‘there must have been 
5,000 boats out picking up fish.” 

Large crowds also gathered 
along the banks, hauling out fish 
which floated near the shore. 

Lovell said a study will be 
made to determine if it will be 
necessary to restock the lakes. 


U.S. Offers 
Aid to Build 


Farm Ponds 


ATHENS, Ga. (#—The farmer 
who wants to build a farm pond 
can do so and receive federal as- 
sistance if he puts land in the 
1959 conservation reserve of the 
Soil Bank. 

Under the conservation reserve 
program a substantial part of the 
cost of building dams or excavat- 
ing ponds for fish is paid by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
through the ASC committee. 

In addition, farmers receive an- 
nual rental payments on land 
while it is in the program. A 
five- or 10-year contract is avail- 
able. 

John F. Bradley, administrative 
officer of the committee, points 
out that additional eligible land 
in the drainage area for the pond 
also could be put in approved 
cover under the program to help 
prevent silting in the pond. 

Ponds so constructed can be 
used for swimming, fishing or oth- 
er recreational purposes during 
the period of the contract. Later 
the water may be used for other 


purposes. 

Also during the contract period, 
irrigation water may be taken 
from the ponds only to irrigate 
cover on conservation reserve 
land. If any of the water is used 
for livestock it must be piped or 
diverted from the pond to land 
not in the reserve. 

The water may be impounded 
on reserve land to benefit other 
wildlife, Bradley said. This in- 
cludes the development of shallow

the only team we play which uses it. But the I is harder to de- 
fense.

It’s a good forma- 
tion.”’ 

Dodd vividly recalls the first time he viewed the I from close 
range. It was in 1950 when Nugent’s VMI Keydets trimmed Tech, 
14-13. “I don’t remember for sure,” he said, “but I think Nugent 
used the I about 30 or 40 per cent of the time in that game. | 
know he hurt us with it.” 


—The Jackets Will Unveil Two Platoons 


A listener interrupted to ask whether Dodd intended to employ 
the two-platoon system Friday night, provided the track was fast. 

“Yes, we will,”’ he said. “‘But it probably won’t make too much 
difference if we don’t. We didn’t try to use platoon substitution at 
Kentucky, and it didn’t hurt or help us. 

*“‘We’ve divided our squad into four teams,” he explained 
to the visitors. “I’d say the first two teams are about equal 
in ability. They played a practice game out here for the bene- 
fit of the retarded children’s fund, and the offensive team won. 
But there’s very little difference between them. 

“It helps morale-wise. Instead of having 11 players on the first 
team, we have 22. Instead of having a third and fourth team, we 
have 22 players on the second team. 

“Then, it gives us this advantage,’’ Dodd continued. ‘If a team 
is down on our 25, I can get my best defensive players in there. 
Same thing if we have a chance to score.”’ 

Pat Hogan, the FSU drum beater, noted that Tech’s defensive 
starters outweighed the offensive team by six pounds per man. 

“TI hadn’t figured the weights,’ Dodd said, “‘but that’s unusual. 
When we had the two-platoon system, our offensive team was al- 
ways heavier.”’ 

A Seminole supporter said that he’d read where Dodd had 
said that a night game would help FSU’s chances. 

‘“‘That’s right,’”’ Dodd answered. “‘That’s because we have a big 
edge in depth. Our players may not be better than other teams, 
but we’ve got more of them. Up at Kentueky last week, Blanton 
Collier used only 16 or f7 men until the last few minutes. You can’t 
do that in the sun. It was a real hot September afternoon when 
we beat Kentucky, 13-0, out here last year, and that was one of the 
reasons.”

Did the setback in Lexington damage Tech’s morale? 

“Naturally our boys were disappointed,”” Dodd said, ‘for they’d 
worked hard and wanted to win. But I don’t think it hurt our 
morale. This is a junior team, and they’ve worked harder in Sep- 
tember than any team I’ve ever had. 

“We outplayed Kentucky until four minutes before the half. 
Then they got a fumble and scored, and they had an edge the rest 
of the way.” 

Earlier in the afternoon, Dodd had discussed the Kentucky 
game. Erase a few killing mistakes, and the coaches were 
pleased with most of the individual performances. On several 
occasions Tech backs found running room but slipped in the 
secondary. And the films verify the fact that the Jackets were 
receiving excellent offensive blocking. In fact, Dodd gave the 
Jackets an edge over the Wildcats in that department. 

The Tech boss is hoping for a dry field Friday night. The 
Jackets have been blanked in three straight games over a two- 
year span, and two of the shutouts were soaked up in the mud. 
The other was on an off track. 

Though cagey Tom Nugent will unleash a scrappy crew of 
Seminoles at Grant Field, I believe that Tech will start the of- 
fensive wheels whirling in this one.
